WasHINGTON (D. C.), Oct. 27.—[Special. | 
Secretary Bayard states tonight that there 
is no truth whatever in the contents of the 
Washington dispatch to the New York 
Herald,of today which asserted that ‘‘Min- 
ister Pheips, our Minister to London, had 
been instructed by the President, through 


Salisbury, without delay, that under all the 
circumstances the President is of the opin- 
ion that the good understanding of both 
countries would be promoted if the head of 
the English Legation here were changed.” 

Toa note of inquiry sent by the corre- 
spondent of the New York Tribune to Sec- 
retary Bayard this evening the latter re- 
turned the following answer: 

“The only communication whatever 
which has been sent to Minister Phelps is 
a simple statement of the facts which are 
already known in the case, Itis the prac- 
tice of the department in all cases involving 
diplomatic status to fully inform our repre- 
sentatives who may be located in the 
countries concerned. We do not care to 
have them informed at second hands. The 
department has made no communication to 
the British Government, nor can Minister 
Phelps upon the information which he 
now has take any action in the matter. He 
is simply a conduit through which, when 
we desire, we cak communicate with the 
English Government.” 
As to the absurd statement that the re- 
upon at a special meeting of the Cabinet 
yesterday afternoon, it needs only to be 
Said that there was no meeting of the Cabi- 
net yesterday, and that the Secretary was at 
his desk throughout the day. 

No further action is likely to be taken 
until the return of the President.. The

ment. On the contrary, every oflicial of 
the State Department, as well as those 
versed in diplomatic usage, are convinced 
that the initiative must be, and is expected 
to be, taken by the Government of Great 
Britain. 
The visit of Minister Phelps to Hatheld, 
where is the seat of Lord Salisbury, reports 
of which the cable. brings -tkis afternoon, 
signifies nothing.

A 
minister accredited to a country always 
makes the first call upon the officials of its 
government when a matter is under dispute 
or seems to call for an explanation. ‘Lhus 
it was, for instance, that when this’ whole 
trouble began Lord Sackville was the first 
to call atthe State Department to explain 
things, and not an official of the State De- 
partment that waited upon him. Among 
thosé in a position to know, the 
recall of Lord Sackville is but 
a questionof afew days. It is considered 
courteous to a foreign government to allow 
it some time in which to withdraw an of- 
fending minister from the country to whose 
government his conduct has proved obnox- 
ious. It is not necessary, however, to point 
out that this delay on the part of the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of State in promptly 
demagding the recall of Lord Sackville, 
robs their present action of any particular 
meed of praise, but rather emphasizes the 
sympathy for Great Britain and her policy, 
which is part of the record of the present 
Administration, and to which Lord Sack- 
ville himself has borne unwittingly such un- 
equivocal testimony.

The Minister's Recall Urged by Min- 
ister Phelps. 

Lonpon, Oct. 27.—[By Cable and Associ- 
ated Préss.| The Sackville letter incident 
has caused considerable stir in diplomatic 
circles. Phelps, United States Minister, 
has gone to Hatfield House, Lord Salis-- 
bury’s country residence in Hertfordshire, 
to see Lord Salisbury. 

He called first at’ the Foreign Office, and, 
finding the Prime Minister gone, immedi- 
ately followed him to his country seat. It 
is said that Lord Salisbury favors the re- 
tirement of Lord Sackville. 

Officials of the United States Legation 
are extremely reticent on the subject of the 
Sackville affair. White, first secretary of 
the legation, when questioned about, the 
matter, declined to talk. 

SACKVILLE’S RECALL URGED. 

Lord Salisbury today received several 

cable dispatches from Lord Sackville, Brit- 
ish Minister at Washington, admitting the 
facts in connection with the Murchison 
letter and saying that he regretted them. 
A number of dispatches from Secretary of 
State Bayard were forwarded to Lord Salis- 
bury, in which the Secretaty urges that, in 
view of the coming national election in the 
United States, it was imperatively neces- 
sary that there should be a change in the 
British representative at Washington in 
order to calm popular excitement. 
Phelps, the American Minister, and Lord 
Salisbury held a consultation, and Phelps 
enlarged upon the necessity of prompt ac- 
tion on the part of the British Government 
in order to repair the evil. Phelps madea 
special point that by treating ‘‘Murchison” 
as a British subject entitled to advice, de- 
spite the fact that he stated in his letter 
that he was a naturalized citizen of the 
United States, Lord Sackville had disre- 
garded and violated the understanding of 
September, 1871. 

Lord Salisbury admitted that this was a 
most serious point of view of Lord Sack- 
viile’s conduct. 

BAYARD PROFESSES IGNORANCE. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.--In regard to a 
cable dispatch of this morning, stating that 
the report was current in London that Lord 
Salisbury favors the recallof Lord Sack- 
ville, Secretary Bayard said: “That is 
merely a London rumor, of which 1 know 
nothing.”

UTAH’S AFFAIRS. 


Mormon Probtem. 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 27,—[(By the Associ- 
ated Press.} Caleb W. West, Governor of 
Utah, in his annual report to the Secretary 
of the Interior, estimates that the popula- 
tion of the Territory is 210,000, an increase 
Of 66,000 since 1880. The manufacturing 
industries of the Te are said to be in 
a satisfactory condition, and, taken as a 
whole, have been progressive and pros- 
perous. Owing to the unusually light rain- 
fall during the growing season dry farming 
has not been a success, but irrigated land 
has produced abundantly. 

The aggregate mineral products of the 
Territory for 1887 is given as $7,637,000, of 
which %5,976,000 was silver. 

In . the course. of his .remarks upon the 
Mormon question the Governor says: 
“Nothing can justify the despotism of the 
Mormon political system toa people who 
have known and appreciate the blessings 
ot free government. The union of Church 
and State is perfect and _ indissoluble. 
It is based upon complete and abso- 
lute control of the priesthood, wielding 
supreme powét exercised and yielded to as 
emanating immediately from God. In all 
things, secular as well as spiritual, the 
word of the priesthvod is tothe Mormon 
people the command of God, not only in 
matters of faith and morals. but in all civil, 
political and commercial affairs. This 
priesthood not only rules the church, but 
governs.the State,” 

The Governor says he has no religious 
controversy with the Mormon people, with 
polygamy left out of the question, but he 
declares the tocal civil goverament under 
the Mormons as theocratic as that of the 
ancient Hebrews, 

Pending the settlement of the question of 
admitting Utah into the Union, the Gov- 
ernor recommends the appointment by Con- 
gress of a committee with full authority to 
make a complete, thorough investigation of 
civil as well as religious conditions hereto- 
fore and now prevailing in the ‘lerritory. 
In justice tothe whole country, the Gov- 
ernor says, aS well as to the Mormon peo- 
ple, such an investigation should be made. 


THE PAKK COLONY. 


An Alleged Land Swindle in South- 
ern California. 

CuicaGo, Oct. 27.—[By the Associated 
Press.| ‘The Tribune prints an extended 
account of the formation and development 
here of what is known as the Chicago-Cali- 
fornia Park Colony. It alleges in substance 
that R. R. Porter, a contractor and builder, 
originated it. He visited California and 
negotiated with W. B. Hayford and Mau- 
rice Labner, real-estate agents at Colfax, 
and secured an option on 3000 acres of land 
near that place. This was platted into town 
lots at 50 to $75 each, and acre property at 
$75. The situation, climate, etc., were 
glowingly described, and about 100 people 
were induced to buy, about $30,000 cash pe- 
ing realized. A number of investors claim 
that they have been unable to secure ab- 
stracts of title to their purchases, and it ~ 3 
pears now that land in the immediate neigh- 
borhood is selling for $8 an acre. In the 
meantime nobody seems to know where 
Porter is. 


A Policeman's Revenge. 
Cuicaco, Oct. 27.—An Elkhart (Ind.)

Officer Joseph Barrett this afternoon shot 
and instantly killed a brother officer named 
William Burton. Barrett has been on the 
force for several years, but yesterday Mayor 
Galdthwaite reprimanded him for drunken- 
ness.

TALMAGE TALKS, 


“THE DIVINE MISSION OF PIO- 
TURKS” His THEME. 


The Ethics of Home Decoratiorn- 
Lessons in Morals—Gustave Dore 
—His Wonderful Power—Unappre- 
ciated Talent—Patronizs Art. 


BROOKLYN (N..Y.), Oct. 28.—[Special 
Report for Tue Los ANGELES TIMES, ] 
Rey. T. De Witt Talmage, D.D., 
preached at the Tabernacle this morn- 
ing. A vast congregation attended 
the service. The pastor expounded a 
chapter about the room of imagery in 
Ezekiel, after which the hymn be- 
ginning— 

“Thine earthly Sabbaths, Lord, we love; 
But a nobler rest above,” 
was sung. Prof. Browne presided at 


the grand organ and rendered a con- | 


certo in B flat by Handel. The subject 
of Dr. Talmage’s discourse was ‘The 
Divine Mission of Pictures.”’. His text 


Isaiah, ii, parts of the 12th and 16th 


verses: ‘*The way of the Lord of Hosts 
shall be upon all pleasant pictures.”’ 
He said: 

Pictures are by some relegated to 
the realm of the trivial, accidental, 
sentimental or worldly, but my text 
shows that God scrutinizes pictures, 
and, whether they are good or bad, 
whether used for right or wrong pur- 
poses, isa matter of Divine observa- 
tion and arraignment. 

The divine mission of pictures is my 
subject. 

That the artist’s pencil and the en- 
graver’s knife have sometimes» been 
made subservient to the kingdom of 
the bad is trankly admitted. After 
the ashes and scoria re- 
moved from Herculaneum and Pom- 
peii, the walls of those cities discov- 
ered to the explorers a degradation in 
art which cannot be , exaggerated. 
Satan and all his imps have always 
wanted the fingering of the easel: they 
would rather have possession of that 
than the art of printing, for types are 
not so potent and quick for evil as pic- 
tures. The powers of darkness think 
they have gained a triumph, and they 
have, when in some respectable parlor 
or public art gallery they can hang a 
canvass embarrassing to the good, but 
fascinating to the evil. 

It is not in aspirit of prudery, but 
backed up by God’s eternal truth 
when I say that you have no right to 
hang in your art rooms or your dwell- 
ing-houses that which would be offen- 
sive to good people if the figures pic- 
tured were alive in your parlor and the 
guests of your household. A picture 
that you have to hang in a somewhat 
secluded place, or that in a public hall 

ou cannot with a group of friends de- 
iberately stand before and discuss. 
ought tohave a knife stabbed into it 
at the top and cut clear through to the 
bottom, and a stout finger thrust in on 
the right side, ripping clear through 
to the left. Pliny, the elder, lost his 
life by going near enough to See the'in- 
side of Vesuvius, and the further you 
can stand off from the burning crater 
of sin the better. Never till the 
books of the last day are opened 
shall we know what kas_ been 
the dire harvest of evil pictoriais 
and unbecoming art galleries. Despoil 
a man’s imagination and he becomes a 
moral carcass. ‘The show windows of 
English and American cities in which 
the low theaters have sometimes hung 
long lines of brazen actors and ac- 
tresses in style insulting to all pro- 
priety, have made a broad path to 
death for multituds of people. But so 
have all the other arts been at times 
suborned of evil. How has music been 
bedraggled! Is there any place so Jow 
down in dissoluteness that into it has 
not been carried David’s harp, and 
Handel’s organ, and Gottschalk’s 
and Vle Bull’s violin? And 


e flute, which, though named 
after 30 insignificant a thing as 
the Sicilian eel, which has _ seven 


spots on the side like flute holes, 
yet for thousands of years. has 
had an exalted mission. Architecture, 
born in the heart of Him who made 
the worlds, under its arches and across 
its floors, what bacchanalian revelries 
have been enacted! It is not against 
any of these arts that they have been 
so led into captivity. What a poor 
world this would be if it were not for 
what my text calls **pleasant pictures!”’ 
lL refer to your memory and mine when 
Task if your knowledge of the holy 
scriptures has not been mightily aug- 
mented by the woodcuts or engravings 
in the old family Bible which father 
and mother read out of, and laid on 
the table in the old homestead when 
you were boys and girls. The Bible 
scenes which we all carry in our minds 
were not gotten from the Bible typol- 
ogy, but from the Bible pictures. To 
prove the truth of it in my own case, 
the other day I took up the old family 
Bible which I inherited. Sure enough, 
what I have carried in my mind of 
Jacob’s ladder was exactly the Bible 
engraving of Jacob’s ladder; and so 
with Samson carrying off the gates of 
Gaza, Elisha restoring the Shunamite’s 
son, the massacre of the innocents, 
Christ blessing little children, the 
Crucifixion, and the Last Judgment. 
My idea of all these is that of the old 
Bible engravings which I scanned be- 
fore I could read a word. That is true 
with nine-tenths of you. If I could 
swing open the door of your foreheads 
I would find that you are walking pic- 
ture galleries. The great intelligence 
abroad about the Bible did not come 
from the general reading of the book, 
for the majority of the people read it 
but little, if they read it at all, 
but all the sacred scenes have 
been put before the great masses, 
and not printer’s ink, the 
pictorial art must have the credit of 
the achievement. First, painter’s pen- 
cil for the favored few, and then en- 
graver’s plate or woodcut for millions 
on million! What overwhelming com- 
mentary on the Bible; what reinforce- 
ment for patriarchs, prophets, apostles 
and Christ; what distribution of 
scriptural knowledge of all nations in 
the paintings and engravings there- 
from of Holman Hunt’s “Christ in 
the Temple;’’ Paul Veronese’s **Mag- 
dalen Washing the Feet of Christ;”’ 
Raphael’s ‘‘Michael the Archangel;” 
Albert Durer’s “Dragon of the 
Apocalypse;’’ Michael Angelo’s** Plague 
of the Fiery sSerpents;’ Tintoret’s 
“Flight Into Egvpt;” Ruben’s ‘De- 
scent from the Cross;’’ Leonardo Da 
Vinei’s ‘Last Supper; Claude’s 
“Queen of. Sheba;’’ Bellini’s **Ma- 
donna at Milan;” Orcagua’s ‘Last 
Judgment,’’ ana hundreds of miles 
of pictures if they were put /in 
line, illustrating, displaying, dramatiz- 
ing, irradiating Bible truth until the 
scriptures are not today so much on 
paper as on canvass: not so much in 
ink as in all the colors of the spectrum. 
In 1833, forth from Strasburg, Ger- 
many, there came a child that was to 
eclipse in speed and boldness and 
grandeur anything and everything 
that the world had seen since the first 
color appeared on the sky at the crea- 
tion, Paul Gustav Doré. At 11 years 
of age he published marvelous litho- 
graphs of his own. Saying nothing of 
what he did for Milton’s *‘Paradise 


Lost,” emblazoning it on the attention

of the world, he takes up the book of 
books, the monarch.of literature, the 
Bible, and in his pictures, ‘““The Cre 
tion Light,”’ 
of Abraham’s Faith,” “The 
ial Sarah.’ ‘Joseph Sold 
by His Brethren,’ ‘‘The Brazen Ser- 
pent,” “Boaz and Ruth,” “David and 
Goliath,” **The Transfiguration,”’‘*The 
Marriage in Cana,” ‘‘Babylon Fallen,” 
and 205 scriptural scenes in all, witha 
boldness and a grasp and almost super- 
natural afflatus that make the heart 
throb, and the brain reel, and the tears 
start, and the. cheeks blanch, and the 
entire nature quake with the tremeti- 
dous things of God and eternity and 
the dead. I actually staggered down 
the steps of the London Art Gallery 
under the power of Doré’s “Christ 
Leaving the Praetorium.’”’. Profess 
you to be, a, Christian man or woman, 
and see no divine mission in art, and 
acknowledge you no obligation either 
in thanks to God or man? 

It is no more the word of God when 
put before us in printer’s ink than by 
thé skillful laying on of colors or de- 
signs on metal through incision or cor- 
rosion. 

What a lesson in morals was pre- 
sented by Hogarth, the painter. in his 
two pictures, Rake’s Progress”’ 
and Miser’s Feast,’ and by 
Thomas Cole’s engravings of ‘The 
Voyage of Human .Life” and ‘The 
Course of Empire,’ and by Turner’s 
“Slave Ship.”” God in art! Christ in 
art! Patriarchs, prophets and apostles 
in art! Angelsin art! Heaven in art! 

The world and the church ought to 
come to the higher appreciation of the 
divine missioh of pictures, yet the 
authors of them have generally been 
left to semi-starvation. West, the 
great painter, toiled in unappreciation 
till, being a great skater, while on the 
ice he formed the acquaintance ot Gen. 
Howe of the English army, and 
through coming to admire Wést asa 
skater, they gradually came to appre- 
ciate as much that which he accom- 
— by his hand as by his heel. 

20ussin, the mighty painter, was pur- 
sued, and had nothing with which to 
defend himself against the mob but the 
artist’s portfolio, which he held over 
his head to Keep off the stones hurled 
at him. “The pictures of Richard 
Wilson of England’ were sold 
for fabulous sums of money after 
his déath, but the living painter 
was glad to get- for his ‘“‘Alcyone”’ a 
piece of Stilton cheese. From 1640 to 


destroyed. In the reign of Queen Eliz- 
abeth it was the habit of some people 


ing pictures to pieces. In. the reign of 
Charles I it was ordered’ by 
Parliament that all pic'ures of Christ 
be burnt. Painters were so badly 
treated and humiliated in the begin- 
ning of the eighteenth century that 
they were lowered clear down out of 
the sublimity of their art, and obliged 
to give minute accounts of what they 
did with their colors, as a painter’s 
pill, which came to publication in Scot- 
land, in 1707, indicated. The painter 
had been touching up some old pictures 
in the church, and he sends in this 
itemized bill to the vestry: ‘°‘To filling 
up a chink in the Red Sea and repair- 
ing the damages to Pharaoh’s hosts;”’ 
‘**to a new pair of hands for Daniel inthe 
lions’ den, and a new set of teeth 
for the lioness;”’ ‘‘to repairing Nebu- 
chadnezzar’s beard;’’ “to giving a 
blush to the cheek of Eve on present- 
ing the apple to Adam;”’ **to making a 
bridle for the good Samaritan’s horse, 
and mending one of his legs;’’ *‘te put- 
ting on anew handle on Moses’s bas- 
ket and fitting bulirushes, and addirg 
more fuel to the fire in Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s furnace.”’ So painters were hu- 
miliated clear down below the majesty 
of their art. The oldest picture in 
England, a portrait of Chaucer, though 
now of great value, was picked out of 
a lumber garret. Great were the trials 
of Quentin Matsys, who toiled on from 
blacksmith’s anvil till, as a painter, he 
won wide recognition. The first mis- 
sionaries to Mexico made the fatal 
mistake of destroying pictures, for the 
loss of which art and religion must 
ever lament. But why go _ 
far back when in this year of our Lord, 
1888, and within 12 years of the twen- 
tieth century, to be a painter, except 
in rare exceptions, means poverty and 
neglect—poorly fed, poorly clad, poorly 
housed, because poorly appreciated? 
When I hear a man is a painter, I have 
two feelings, one of admiration for the 
greatness of his soul, and the other of 
commiseration for the needs of his 


dy. 

But so it has been in all departments 
of noble work. Some of the mightiest 
have been hardly bestead. Oliver 
Goldsmith had such a big patch on the 
coat over his left breast that when he 
went anywhere he kept his hat in his 
hand closely pressed over the patch. 
The world-renowned Bishop Asbuyy 
had a salary of $64 a year. Painte-s 
aré not the orly ones who have en- 
dured the lack of appreciation. Let 
men of wealth take under theft pat- 
ronage the suffering men of art. They 
lift no complaint; they make 
no strike for higher wages. 
But with a keenness of neryous 
organization which almost always 
characterizes genius, these artists 
suffer more than any one but God can 
realize. There needs to be a concerted 
effort for the suffering artists of 
America, not sentimental discourse 
about what we owe to artists, but con- 
tracts that will give them a livelihood; 
for Iam in full sympathy with the 
Christian farmer, who was very busy 
gathering his fall apples and some 
one asked him to pray tor a poor family, 
the father of which had broken his 
leg, and the busy farmer said: ‘I can 
not stop now to pray, but you can go 
down into the cellar and yet some 
corned beef and butter and eggs and 
potatoes; thatisall I can do now.” 
Artists may wish for our prayers, but 
they also want practical help from 
men who can give them work. 
You have heard scores of sermons for 
all other kinds of suffering men and 
women, but I think this is the first ser- 
mon ever preached that made a plea 
for the suffering men and women of 
American art. Their work is more 
true to nature and life than any of the 
masterpieces that have become immor- 
tal on the other side of the sea; but it 
is the fashion of Americans to mention 
foreign artists, and to know little or 
nothing about our own Copley, and 
Allston, and Inman, and Greenough 
and Kensett. Let the affluent -fling 
out of their windows and into the 
back yard valueless daubs on canvas, 
and callin these splendid but unre- 
warded men, and tell them to adorn 
your walls, not only with that. which 
shall please the taste, but enlarge the 
mind, and improve the morais, and 
fore the souls of those who gaze upon 
ihe a. 

Brooklyn, and all other American 
cities, need great galleries of art. not 
only open ‘annually for a few days on 
exhibition, but which shall stand open 
allthe year round, d from early 
morning till 10 o'clock at night, and 
free to all who would come and go. 

What a preparation for the wear and 
tear of the day a five minutes’ look in 
the morning at some picture that will 
opeti a door into some larger realm 
than that inowhich our population daily 
drudge! O, what a good thing the half 
hour of artistic opportunity on the way 
home in the evening from exhaustion

Men of weakh, if you are 
too modest to build and endow such a 
place during your lifetime, why not~zo 
to your iron safe, and take out your 
last will and testament, and make a 
codicil that shall build for the city of 
your residence a throne for Ametican 
art? Take some of that money that 
wotld-otherwise spoil your children, 
yand build an art gallery that shall as- 
sociate your name forever, not only 
with the great masters of painting, who 
are gone, but with the great masters 


who are trying to live; and also win the | 


admiration aud love of tens of theu- 
ands of people, who, unable to have 
fine pictures of their own, would be 
advantaged by your Build 
your own monuments, and not leave it 
to the whim of others. Someof the 
best people sleeping in Greenwood 
have no monuments at all, or some 
crumbling stones that will in a few 
years will let the rain wash out name 
and epitaph; while some men, whose 
death was the abatement of a nuisance, 
have a pile of polished Aberdeen high 
enough for a king, and eulojgiums 
enough to embarrass aseraph. Ob, 
man of large wealth, instead of leaving 
to the whim of others your monu nental 
commemoration and epitaphiology to 

looked at when people are 
going to . and fro at the burial 
of others, build right down in the 
heart of our great city. or the city 
where you live, an immense free read- 
ing-room, or a free musical conserva- 
tory, or a free art gallery, the niches 
for sculpture, and the walls abloom 
with the rise and fall of nations, and 
lessons of courage for the disheartened, 
and rest for the weary, and life for the 
dead; and 150 years from now you will 


be wielding influences in this world 
for good among those whose 
great-grandfather was your great- 
grandchild. How much © better 
than white marble. chills 
you if. you put your hand on it when 


you touch it in the cemetery would be 
a monument in colors, in beaming 
eyes, in living possession, in splendors 
which, under the chandelier, would be 
glowing and warm, and looked at by 
strolling groups with catalogue in hand 
on the January night, when the necro- 
polis, where the body sleeps, is all 
snowed under.

Look at that Tituan! Look at that 
Corregio! Look at that deluge of Ca- 
racci! Farewell, dear pictures!’’ As 
the day of the Lord of Hosts. accord- 
ing to this text, will scrutinize the 
pictures, | implore all parents to see 
that in their households they have 
neither in Dook or newspaper or on 
canvas anything that wi!l deprave. 
Pictures are no longer the exclusive 
possession of the affluent. There 
is not a_ respectable home in 
these cities that has speci- 
mens of woodcut or steel engrav- 
‘jing, if not of painting, and your whole 
family wi!l feel the moral uplifting or 
depression. Have nothing on your 
wall or in books that withfamiliarize 
the young with scenes of cruelty or 
wassail; have only those sketches made 
by artists in elevated movods, and pone 
of those scenes that seem the product 
of artistic delirium tremens. Pictures 
are not only a strong but a universa! 
language. ‘The human race is di- 
vided into almost as =e lan- 
guages as there are nations, but the 
pictures may speak to people of al! 
tongues. Volapuk-manv have hoped, 
with little reason, would become a 
world-wide language; but the pictorial 
is always a world-wide lavguage, and 
printers’ types have no emphasis com- 
pared with it. We say that children 
are fond of pictures; but notice any 
man when he takes up a book, 
and you will see that the first 
thing he looks at is the pictures. 


Have only those an your house that! 


appeal to the better nature. One 
engraving has sometimes decided an 
eternal destiny. Under the title of 
fine arts there have come here f:om 
France a class of pietvres which elab- 
orate argument has tried to prove irre- 
proacbable. They would disgrace a 
barroom. and tney need to be contis- 
cated. Your children will carry the 
pictures of their father’s house with 
them clear on to the grave, and pass- 
ing that marble pillar, will take them 
through eternity. 

Furthermore, let all reformers, 
and all Subbath-school teachers, 
and all Christian workers realize that, 
if they would be effective for good, 
they must make pictures, if not by 
chalk on blackboards or kindergarten 
designs or by pencil on canvas, then by 
words. Arguments are soon forgotten; 
but pictures, whether in language or- 
in colors, are what produce strong 


est effects. Christ was always 
telling what a thing was_ like. 
and His sermon on the Mount 


was a_ great picture gallery, be- 
ginning with a sketch of a “‘city on a 
hill that cannot be hid,’? and ending 
with a tempest beating against two 
houses, oné on the rock and the other 
on the sand. The parable of the prod- 
igal son, picture; 
sower, who went forth to sow, a pic- 
ture; parable of the unmerciful serv- 
ant, a picture; parable of the 
ten virgins, a picture; parable of the 
talents,a picture. Lhe world wants 
pictures, and the appetite begins with 
the child, who consents to go early to 
bed if the mother will sit beside him 
and rehearse a story, which is only a 
picture. When we see how much has 
ebeen accomplished in secular directions 
by pictures—Shakespeare’s tragedies, 
a picture; Victor Hugo’s writings all 
pictures, John Ruskin’s and Ten- 
nyson’s and Longfellow’s works 
all pictures—why not enlist, as 
far as possible, for our churches and 
schools, and reformatory work and 
evangelistic endeavor, the power of 
thought that’ can be put into word 
pictures, if not pictures in color? Yea, 
why not all young men draw for them- 
selves on paper, with pen or pencil, 
their coming career, of virtue if they 
prefer that, of vice if they prefer that. 
After making the picture, put it on the 
wall,or paste it on the fly leaf of 
some favorite book, that you may 
have it before you. I read the 
other day of a wan who had been exe- 
cuted for murder, and the jailer found 
afterward a picture made on the wall 
of the cell By the assassin’s own hand, 
a picture of a flight of stairs. On the 
lowest step he had written, “Dis- 
obedience of parents;”’ on the second, 
on the third, 
‘**Drunkenness aud gambling;”’ on the 
fourth, *‘Murder,’”’ and on the fifth and 
top step. gallows.” If that man 
had made that picture before he took the 
first step he never would have taken 
any of them.

LORD SACKVILLE INTERVIEWED 


A Correspondent Finds the Minister 
Quiet and Altogether Serene. 
[Washington Special to San Francisco Ex- 
aminer. | 


Leaving Secretary Bayard’s house 
the Examiner correspondent drove to 
Connecticut avenue to the imposing 
buildin g which forms the headquarters. 
of the British Legation. I tound the 
Minister in, calm, quiet and altogether 
serene. He talked freely about the ex- 
isting trouble. He first asked me to 
supply an ommission in the report of 
the interview I had with him on Tues- 
day last, which was published in yes- 
terday’s Examiner. At that interview, 
the Minister, in discussing the question 
of the propriety of his letter to Mr. 
Murchison of Pomona, laid particular 
stress on the circumstances that the 


able assurance, derived both from a 
statement of his correspondent and 
from his own act in marking his an- 
swer private, that it was not to be used 
otherwise nor for any other purpose 
than as indicated in the letter ad- 
dressed to him, nor, than is usual in 
private correspondence between any 
two persons. It is upon the personal 
and private character of his letter and 
the evidence borne upon its face that 
he desired it not to be used as a politi- 
cal manifesto in the smallest degree. 
nor to the narrowest extent, that the 
Minister rests his justification in writ- 
ing and sending it. 

As to the right to express himself in 
his private character on the political 


Laffairs of the United States. in Lord 


Sackville’s view of the matter, it is ab- 
surd to say that a minister of a foreign 
State and a resident of this country 
may not, at a proper time and ina 
proper way, express himself in his pri- 
vate character as to the political affuirs 
of the country.’ 

In the social intercourse, Lord Sack- 
ville intimated, of the members of the 


zens, the politics of the United 
States frequently is a favorite 
topic of discussion with the Amer- 
icans, and often with their for- 
eign hosts or guests, as the case 
may be. But the latter do not express 
themselves on subjects to those who 
would wish or be likely to give them 
publicity, or seek to influence the 
political action of a single person. A 
rule or custom which should prescribe 
to a member of a foreign legation that 


he should not, in an-individual capacity 


and in a manner free from influencing 
circumstances, ‘express himself as to a 
matter of fact-conecerning the polities 
of a country to which he is accredited, 
would create an unenviable position 
for those subjected to such a rule or 
No swch rule exists, or has 
ever existed, noris such a custom ob- 
served by the agents of any country. 
Lord Sackville further considers that 
in the letter, in the character in which 
he wrote to Murchison, he would have 
been at liberty to utter in any manner,

Fora nice nut cake, take one and 
one-half cups of sugar, one half cup of 
butter, three eggs, two and one-half 
cups of flour, one and one-half tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, one-half 
cup of milk, one cup of meats of any 
kind of nuts chopped; bake in a paper- 
lined tin in a steady oven thirty-five 
minutes. 

A good johnny-cake for breakfast can 
be made by taking two teacupfuls of 
corn meal, one-cuptul of flour, two cup- 
fuls of sour milk, half a cupful of 
brown sugar, one egg, a half teaspoon- 
ful of salt, and one teaspoonful of soda. 
When the cake begins to brown, dipa 
clean rag in butter, and baste ail over 
the top—it is a great deal better. If 
the sour milk is not to be had, sweet 
milk with baking powder will answer 
for a substitute. 

A delicious dessert dish is raspberry 
cream. Take a two-pound can of rasp- 
berries, and press through a sieve, and 
to every pint of juice add three-quar- 
ters of a pound of loaf sugar, 


and the grated rind and_ juice 
of half a lemon. Let these 
boil together gently for 20 min- 


utes, then when nearly cold, mix with 
them half a pint of milk in which an 
ounce of gelatine has been dissolved. 
Pour the mixture into a damp mould, 
and set it to stand in a cool place until 
quite firm. This cream is much better 
if made the day previous than on which 
itis to be used. 

A good breakfast dish is creamed 
eggs and bacon. For this, boil six 
eggs hard and cut them into slices. 
Arrange them on apiatter and pour 
over them a cream sauce made by 
stirring ateaspoonful of butter rolled 
_in one of cornstarch into a cup of boil- 
ing milk and cooking until it thickens, 
and seasoning with pepper, salt and 
miriced parsley. Arrange thin slices 
of bacon, fried toa crisp, around the 
edge of the platter. |

We put in. first, a layer

The 
dented fruit crop produced here has 
kept people busy all summer,‘and the 
raisin crop, now being packed, requires 
adarge number of hands. And in this 
connection, one of the quickest pieces 
of work ever seen was performed week 
before last. On Monaay morning of 
that week work was begun on the Cook 
& Langley packing-house, a building 
some 75x150 feet in size. Before it was 
up raisin packing was commenced, and 
before a week had rolled around, the 
building was finishea and two carloads 
of raisins were ready for shipment. 
It is the intention of the firm 
mentioned, who have operated 
here for several years, and have this 
season shipped 26 carloads of dried 
fruit, exclusive of raisins, to largely 
extend their facilities. They will pack 
oranges this winter, and if sufficient 
encouragement is offered, will can as 
well as dry fruit next season. The 
expect to keep running the year round. 
Their disbursements for help alone 
amount toa very large sum,and are 
very acceptable here, particularly as 
they give the preference to white labor 
wherever possible. 

There has been quite a stir up at 
Mentone lately, and considerable de- 
velopment is looked for there this win- 
ter.
